Upland city employes will get 
‘the nod from Santa Claus, and in 
‘their December pay checks, which 
will serve as Christmas stock- 
ings, they will find salary raises 
which were voted to them in No- 
vember by Upland city council, it 
was announced Wednesday morn- 
ing by City Manager R. G. Man- 
ley. 

The city, Mr. Manley stated, 
‘may grant any raises or adjust- 
ments in salaries upon certifica- 
tion to the War Labor Board that 
such changes are necessary. In- 
formation to this effect was re- 
ceived. by the city Wednesday. 

In accordance with this inter- 
pretation by the WLB, city em- 
ployes will receive wage raises 
and adjustments in their Decem- 
ber pay checks which are passed 
out on January 1. The raises are 
effective as of December 1. 

Following directions received 
Wednesday, Mr. Manley will pre- 
pare the city’s certification o 
wage raises and adjustments, 
‘which will be forwarded to the 
WLB in Washington, D.C., for its 
approval. The WLB o.k. is ex- 
pected to be a matter of routine. 

Pending approval by WLB, city 
employes will receive their raises 
as ordered. However, if by any 
circumstance, the application 
should -be rejected, this action 
will not be retroactive, and em- 
ployes will be to the good any ad- 
ditional pay which they receive 
during the time the certification is 
under consideration.

land News and the Ontario daily 
newspaper, we have been hearing 
much of various juvenile delin- 
quency outbreaks. Like many 
other citizens of this community 
I too have witnessed enough reck- 
less driving and waton disregard 
of life by juvenile drivers both in 
Upland and Ontario and _ other 
“There is 
no juvenile problem in Upland,” 
says Chief Mueller. Where has 
he been keeping himself? Let 
me refresh his memory. For the 
past three or four weeks we have 
forcibly been reminded of juvenile 
delinquents driving hopped up 
cars; The Upland News has edi- 
torially thanked John H. Pratt, 
examiner in charge of the Upland- 
Ontario motor vehicle office, for 
his efforts to curb juvenile driv- 
ers. The Ontario Daily Report 
last week told us of 17 juveniles 
being arrested by the Ontario po- 
lice and that some of the boys in- 
volved were sons of well known 
local citizens.

In the December 1st 
edition of The Upland News we 
read that the Upland police have 
under investigation several pos- 
sible organizations of pachuco 
gangs, and later we read that the 
chief had to call out a posse to 
round them up, and that one was 
sent to jail for a lengthy period 
by an Upland judge. We have 
also read in The Upland News 
that the Upland police have ar- 
rested a number of juveniles in- 
volved in robbery and that the 
chief requests citizens to come to 
his office to claim their property 
recovered from the delinquents. 
Again we read that John H. Pratt, 
whom the community owes a debt 
of gratitude to for his effort to 
help solve the local problem, re- 
ports that his office was flooded 
with complaints against juveniles 
and that many of these com- 
plaints came from Upland | resi- 
dents. I have read and heard and 
experienced much concerning juv- 
enile reckless drivers. I have 
been almost run off the street on 


numerous occasions by juvenile
